AROUND the shoulder is a sac 
containing fluid known as the sub­ 
acromial bursa, whose function is 
to cushion the movement of the 
joint in this area and keep the 
bones from grating or grinding 
when we use them. Sometimes, 
however, this bursa becomes in­ 
flamed and then, instead of assist­ 
ing movement, it impedes it, caus­ 
ing tenderness around the shoulder 
and pain when the arm i3 lifted or 
rotated outward. 
During recent years an increas­ 
ing number of instances of pain 
around the shoulder due to this 
cause have been noted. The condi- 
tion is called subacromial bursitis 
and it is believed that injury ac­ 
counts for the inflammation in most 
cases. It may, however, develop 
because of infections elsewhere in 
the body, as in the roots of the 
teeth, the tonsils or the sinuses. 
Tenderness and Pain 
The symptoms of subacromial 
bursitis 
consist 
of 
tenderness 
around the shoulder and some pain 
on the movement of the arm. The 
patient usually raises his arm in 
a jerky fashion until it is at a right 
angle to the trunk. There is also 
spasm of the muscle. 
As the condition continues, the 
pain increases when any attem pt 
is made to raise the arm beyond a 
right angle. Movement of the arm 
is restricted, and the pain at times 
may be so severe as to interfere 
with sleep and normal activities. 
Changes Noted 
In addition, the X-ray will show 
fflnniiiiiuiii 


some changes in the head of the 
bone in the upper arm, known as 
the humerus. It becomes irregular 
in outline and often there are de­ 
posits of calcium or lime salts in 
the tissues around the shoulder. 
Deposits of lime salts represent 
Nature’s attem pt to heal the injury 
or inflammation of the bursa. 
The calcium deposit varies in 
size from fine granules to large de­ 
posits, which may fill the bursal 
sac. In some instances, it is pos­ 
sible to aspirate or draw out some 
of these calcium deposits. 
Insofar as treatm ent of sub­ 
acromial bursitis is concerned, a 
number of methods have been sug­ 
gested. Often, complete rest is of 
benefit. Washing out of the bursa 
with salt solution may be of value 
in some cases. Puncturing the bursa 
itself may often give relief from 
pain. X-ray treatm ent will relieve 
the acute pain almost immediately 
in many instances. 
When pain around the shoulder 
occurs, examination 
with X-ray 
ghould always be made to determine 
if the condition is due to bursitis; 
then the most effective treatm ent 
may be carried out. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS
